There are now fewer than 600.000 
active workers on the nation's rail­ 
roads. once one of the nation's biggest 
and most prosperous industries. What 
is more, these 600.000 are the source 
of the revenues that keep up the pen­ 
sions in the railroad retirem ent sys­ 
tem. 
And there are one million pen­ 
sioners. 
Now. in a private retirem ent system , 
the money the pensioners paid into 
the system while they were active is 
the basis of their pensions. 
It doesn't 
work quite like that in the only gov­ 
ernm ent pension system set up for one 
industry. Too m any people have been 
retired and not replaced because of the 
condition of the industry. 
Now the 
w orkers are paying the benefits for 
the pensioners, not building pensions 
for their own retirem ent. 
As of this writing, the railroad re­ 
tirem ent system has a “ re se rve " of 
$5 billion invested in governm ent se­ 
curities. 
That is only $5,000 for each 
pensioner. 
Even if the return were 
six per cent, which it is not. it would 
provide only $300 a year for each of 


them.
